The premier agreed to consider re- 
taining office and re-forming his cab- 
inet. 


The franc continued strong despite 


the government crisis, opening at 
1844 to the dollar. 


Resolutions of confidence, urging 


Poincare to withdraw his resigna- 
tion, were presented to the premier 
during the day. 


Minister 
de la Croix, emerging 


from the foreign office, said: 


"The crisis is virtually ended." 
The premier was to pay a second 


visit tp the Elysee later this after- 
noon.

cans, scores of prelates and digni- 
taries, entitled by their rank to at- 
tend and the entire Vatican diplo- 
matic corps 


Wear Red Berrettas. 


The new cardinals, cynosure of all 


eyes, were dressed in their full re- 
galia of office as princes 
of ihe 


church, with exception of the 
red 


hats. They wore red berrettas, con- 
ferred I'pon them by the pope yes- 
terday. 


Cardinals Hayes 
and Mundelien 


were escorted 
first to the Santa 


Pietromla chapel. 


There, in the presence 
of the 


sacred college, the camerlengos and 
heads oi the religious orders, they 
took the cardinal's oath, prior to the 
Imal ceremony. 


It was only after receiving their 


hats from the hands of his holiness 
that the new princes were in poses- 
bion of the complete cardinals re- 
galia. 


The concluding ceremony in the 


elevation of Hayes and Mundelien to 
the cardinalate took place in St. 
Peter's, in view of many thousands 
Fifty 
thousand 
persons 
were 


crowded In to the basilica, but many 
of these were not able to witness 
the actual ceremony, or do more 
than catch a glimpse of the gor- 
geous procession as it passed. 


Individual tribunes' near the papal 


throne held members of the pope's 
lamily, the Roman nobility, the dip- 
lomatic 'corps, knights of Malta and 
others entitled by centuries of tra- 
dition to private stands at Vatican 
functions. 


It was the first time such a cere- 


mony had been held in the basilica. 


From early dawn, a great mass of 


humanity—Easter tourist pilgrims 
from all parts of the world, Ameri- 
cans, Italians, all nations—elbowing 
each other in the narrow, medieval 
streets, streamed toward St. Peter's.

There Pope Pius bestowed the red 


hats, in a brief ceremony first upon 
Mundelein and a few minutes after 
upon Hayes 


After an apostolic benediction, his 


holiness 
mounted upon the sedia 


gestatona and the entire sacred col- 
lege with the new cardinals falling 
into the places, reformed a cortage 
and escorted the pontiff back ot the 
Vatican. 


More 
ceremony remained to be 


preformed. Here, in the consistorial 
hall, 
the pope invoked the secret 


conclave and carried out the tradi- 
tional ritual of sealing the mouths of 
the new cardinals. 


Afterwards, the cardinals' mouths 


were reopened. 


Then, and not until then, were 


Cardinals Hayes and Mundelein in 
full possession of all their rights and 
privileges as princes of the church 
and received the embraces of the en- 
tire sacred college.

Woodrow 
Wilson's 
Relations with 


The Press. 


For 
one 
who 
was able by the 


printed word to reach into the hearts 
of men and women everywhere ana 
raise aloft the banner of liberalism, 
nothing seems as surprising as the 
relations between Woodiow Wilson 
and the press. From the beginning 
ot hie public career until the end, 
they constituted a series or mis- 
understandings 
and 
unlortunate 


clashes. 
Mr. Wilson's quarrel with 


the press was not personal—it was 
Impersonal. He disagreed with the 
methods of American journalism. He 
was contemptuous of that type of 
newsjpaper for instance which is 
given over to levity and what he con- 
sidered triviality, 
and 
withholds 


from its readers the substance of the 
day's news, national and interna- 
tional. 
To him the London Times 


was the greatest newspaper in the 
world because it printed more actual 
news about happenings the world 
over than did any other newspaper. 


The growing tendency in recent 


years in America to anticipate news 
and to discuss future events or the 
processes by which conclusions are 
reached were deeply resented by Mr. 
f^ileon. His theory was thai nothing 
Was news until it was completed—- 
that a discussion was of secondary 
importance, 
and that 
only conclu- 


sions or decisions were of interest 
to the public. 


To some extent Mr. Wilson's early 


antipathies toward the press were 
justified. 
He made a trip to New 


England once when he was Presi- 
dent of Princeton, and in the course 
of a public speech said he cared far 
more for the opinion of people who 
gathered around the country store 
and spat tobacco juice into the stove 
than he did for some of the opinions 
expressed in the cloistered clubs of 
the big cities. Much to his surprise 
some newspaper headlines reported 
next day that Woodrow Wilson advo- 
cated the chewing of tobacco. On 
another occasion when he was Pres- 
ident-elect some of the metropolitan 
newspapers assigned reporters to his 
headquarters 
who were so un- 


familiar with national 
affairs that 


Mr. Wilson 
was plainly irritated: 


When he was asked one day concern- 
ing his talks with callers he men- 
tioned that he had had a conference 
with 
Senator 
Reed. 
One of the 


newspapersmen asked 
him what 


state Mr. Heed was from, and also if 
he was a United 
States 
senator. 


Other instances of clumsy handling 
of news in which Mr. Wilson was 
concerned gave him no little cause 
for annoyance. 


During the 1912 campaign Gover- 


nor 
Wilson jras as pleasant and 


sociable a companion in the news- 
paper car as any candidate had ever 
been. 
He exchanged confidences 


freely, jested good naturedly, and 
was, in' all respects what the politi- 
cians call a "good fellow." As presi- 
dent-elect, he began to show signs of 
intolerance which was intensified 
when he reached the white house. 
Responsibility 
and the seriousness 


of the problems with which Wood- 
row Wilson was struggling made him 
less 
and less cortanunicative with 


the ptess. He rarely read the news- 
papers which were bitterest in their 
attacks upon him. The newspaper- 
men in Washington were disposed to 
be kindly and showed every desire 
to give him fair treatment. For 
many months he received them in 
eemi-weekly conferences, answering 
Questions liberally but not always 
comprehensively. 
He 
showed now 


apd then an indignation over the 
character of the interrogations and 
upon occasion fenced with his callers 
Tery much as a witness who was be- 
ing cross examined. 
Many news- 


papermen lost faith in the candor of 
Mr. Wilson. They felt that he made 
use of the official denial too often 
and that back of his negatives was 
an equivocal statement For in- 
stance one day, early in his adminis- 
tration, a newspaper printed a dis- 
patch from Washington stating that 
Attorney General McReynolds had 
made a proposal to a senate commit- 
tee 
with reference to legislation 


affecting the tobacco trust. Mr. Wil- 
son was asked about it and said he 
knew nothing about any proposal. 
Silence 
followed the 
answer and 


finally one of the newspaper men in- 
quired if he knew that the attorney 
general had been in communication 
•with the senate committee and Mr. 
Wilson replied: 


"Oh. yes, te made some sugges- 


tions." 


In Mr. Wilson's mind a suggestion 


and a proposal were altogether dif- 
ferent. Yet to the newspaper men 
it was a simple case of splitting 
hairs. Mr. Wilson did not long con- 
tinue his conferences with the cor- 
respondents, in fact, it was inevit- 
able that they should come to an end 
when the war broke out because the 
questions relating to the war were 
of such delicate nature 
that im- 


promptu answers were not to Mr. 
Wilson's advantage nor to the public 
Kenerally. because 
neutrality, and 


later war. offered so much opportun- 
ity for misnnderslandinj: that only 
carefully 
worded statements pre- 


pared in advance were used lo con- 
vey ihe government viewpoint. 


Conlrary to the general impr*.?- 


s'on. Mr. Wilson did not have any 
lavorites among the newspaper men 
when he was in the white house. He 
did not believe in that kind of re- 
lationship. President Roo,=»vell had 
a favorite croup and froq-ufnliv in- 
spired certain stories in ordrr to tes-t 
out public opinion. Mr. Wilson -was 
•urc«5 to adopt such a poilrj but h" 
would not do so. In all of his eight

who rarely .saw newspapermen 


individually but when he did 
he^ 


usually asked them to retain in con- 
fidt'iH'c all that he faaid. Frequently 
the same information was obtainable 
from other 
wourcos. 
The 
author 


found it to nib advantage not to ask 
lor audiences with the 1'resident, but 
to Ket information about Mr. Wil- 
i-on'n activities liom members of the 


j cabinet and other sources in Wash- 
ington. This often iritated Mr. Wil- 
bou because he disliked to see his 
plans and intentions rc.-ealed prema- 
turely., jet it was in consonance 
with the newspaper practice of the 
day. 


An interesting conversation with 


Mr. Wilson in Paris illustrates to 
some extent the attitude of the 
president on publicity at the peace 
conference. 
One ot the first steps 


taken after the American newspaper 
corps arrived was a decision on the 
part of the allied statesmen to bar 
the newspapermen from attendance 
at the peace conference. It was re- 
reported that Mr. Wilson had voted 
in favor of secrecy. When the author 
spoke to Mr. Wilson about it and 
asked him if it ware true, he replied 
that it was not, and that he did not 
favor secrecy, but when urged to 
make such a statement to the public 
he said he believed the American 
people 
knew 
his 
position 
well 


enough. As to the suggestion that 
people back home would not under- 
stand how "open covenants openly 
arrived at" was discarded and that 
his action would be felt politically, 
he replied somewhat impatiently: 


"I don't give a damn about the 


politics of it—if this thing is a suc- 
cess we will get the benefit of it, and 
if it isn't, we will be attacked any- 
how." 


Had Mr. Wilson known more about 


the 
processes of news-making he 


would have probably developed a 
more favorable public opinion on 
this side of the Atlantic during the 
time that he was at the peace con- 
ference. 
The American newspaper- 


men were to a large extent at a dis- 
advantage in Paris. " The represent- 
atives of the press from other coun- 
tries were kept closely informed and 
even were permitted to read the 
documents of the peace delegations. 
It looked for a time as if the French 
press was 
being given 
verbatim 


copies of everything that occurred. 
Mr. Wilson innocently kept to the 
letter of the understanding between 
the allies with respect to secrecy 
and not only did the American press 
fail to report Mr. Wilson's valiant 
fights for a better peace but all 
Europe was given an interpretation 
colored by the British, French, and 
Italian velwpoints. 


The author's relations with Wood- 


row Wilson have 'themselves been 
the basis of so much editorial com- 
ment and 
misrepresentation 
from 


time to time that the true story is 
set forth herein. 


Having been assigned by the As- 


sociated Press to cover Governor 
Wilson's headquaters at Sea Girt, N. 
J., in the summer of 1912, I had a 
frank talk with Mr. Wilson at the 
very outset stating that while we 
had known each other intimately at 
Princeton, my function as a reporter 
for the Associated Press would be 
disinterested and that the organiza- 
tion I represented was, of course, not 
interested in advocating the candi- 
dacy of any mail but simply' in 
chronicling the news. Mr. Wilson 
was at that time prejudiced against 
the Associated Press because of a 
belief that it-had not given him the 
benefit of his'victory in the Texas 
primaries until two days after the 
balloting when the truth was the 
votes were slow in being counted 
and, as was its custom, the Associ- 
ated Press did not make guesses but 
waited for the final returns. 


When I told Mr. Wilson that my 


purpose was to give him a "square 
deal," he said he 
wanted nothing 


else. In all the years that the authbr 
covered for the Associated Press the 
daily news events 
relating to Mr. 


Wilson's public career during the 
1D12 campaign and subsequently at 
the white house, he never made a 
complaiut. 
I accompanied him on 


practically all of his trips but saw no 
more of him than did the other cor- 
respondents. When he was inaugur- 
ated, I realized that anything like 
personal relations with Mr. Wilson

while I was engaged in the task of 
writing reports might be misunder- 
stood. Although there were frequent 
charges that Mr. Wilson inspired my 
articles especially when I left the 
Associated Press in 1915 to become 
a special correspondent, the truth 13 
I saw him alone much less than did 
some other men in the 
newspaper 


business and I never received from 
him in 
private conversation 
any 


stories which could be used in the 
newspapers at the time. 


Nevertheless, the author obtainejl 


from other sources several items of 
news of a sensational character and 
published them ahead of competitors 
and found no difficulty in reflecting 
the president's views without even 
seeing him. Any newspaper corres- 
pondent who has been in Washing- 
ton through several administrations 
realizes the futility of depending on 
the president of the United States 


himself for news, getting it instead 
from the many men 
who see him 


from day to day including members 
of the cabinet, congress and callers 
generally. 


Although Mr. Wilson occasionally 


sent me personal messages of regard 
and imposed in me sufficient confi- 
dence on two occasions to ask that 
I undertake delicate misions which 
related to our negotiations with for- 
eign governments, I was never in 
any sense his "mouthpiece" or his 
"spokesman" in 
the 
press. Some 


editorial writers fell into the habit 
of designating me as such during the 
war because of the belief on their 
part that accurate reflection of the 
views of the white house was due 
to inspiration by the executive him- 
self. The latter status would have 
involved no journalistic enterprise 
and would have meant writrng in a 
vein pleasing only to Mr. Wilson. 


My own writings. 011 the other 


hand, wer<? frequently distasteful to 
the president, huioeil. the Washing- 
ton coi respondent who allows friend- 
'•hijis or antagonisms to influence his 
dispatches betrays the trut.t imposed 
iu him 
by his newspaper and its 


leaders. The Kpneral public exped.s

rope, pointing out that lie was at the 
climax of his career and that seri- 
ous disaffection existed iusidw the 
democratic party which, if not cured,

ports of the president's displeasure 
were carried to me but w hen I talked j 
with him in Paris arid later in Rome, 
he was cordial. 
On the 
western 


trip in September, 1919, 1 found him 
personally friendly. 
I had become 


so interested in the details of the 
Shantung controversy that I spent a 
whole day making a digest of the 
pro and con of it together with some 
views on the subject which I had 
acquired by independent study and 
was gratified to find that he thought 
enough of the memorandum to in- 
corporate the argument almost ver- 
batim in some ot his last speeches 
on the Pacific coast. 


It was after Mr. Wilson returned 


to the white house, and had begun to 
recover sufficiently from his illness 
to take an interest in public affairs

The dismissal of Secretary 
Lansing on the ground that he had 
called cabinet meetings without au- 
thority seemed to me unjust and I 
reported the facts as well as I knew 
them, suggesting that only a fit of 
temper could have prompted this 1 
action.

1HERE are many important things to keep in 
mind when taking care of any case of con- 
tagious or infectious disease. The chief one 


is to prevent the trouble being communicated to 
others. 


To an uninstructed person this may seem a very 


difficult matter to control. But, as a matter of fact, 
it is not 
It does, however, require the strictest 


attention to a few plain rules. 


The reason it is so hard for many good house- 


keepers to keep these rules is that so few of us 
i>u. 


j realize how important it is to be strictly exact. 
While the rules 


for disinfecting in the care of the sick are simple., the nurse who would 
enforce them effectively must be 100+- 
per cent efficient. One single detour 
from the path of perfection in this 
matter may -mean another case of 
illness in the family. 


Suppose a child or Borne other 


member of the family has measles, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, or other 
contagious disease. 
Of course the 


sick one will be kept absolutely away 
from the rest of the household. But 
this is not enough. 


All tableware and other things, as 


well as the clothes and toilet articles 
used by the patient, should be kept 
by themselves. The dishes should 
be rinsed off and boiled in a special 
vessel when they are taken from 
the sick person's tray. Then they 
should be placed upon a separate 
shelf ready for their use next time. 


A basin or tub with a solution 


of lysol, in the proportion of one 
teaspoonful to a quart of -water, 
should be kept in the room, and all 
underclothing and bed linen used by 
the patient should be dropped into 
this as they are removed. Boiling 
of these articles will complete their 
disinfection, and then they may be 
sent to the laundry or to the wash- 
tub.In all diseases where there is peel- 
ing or scaling of the skin, such as 
occurs in scarlet fever and measles, 
this precaution is particularly neces- 
sary.

Why Philadelphia Remembers Rebecca Franks. 


HILADELPHIA, during the oc-' 
cupation by the British in the 
early years of the Revolution, 


was the centre o£ politics and fash- 
ion. 


Then many balls and parties were 
given/ One evening at a smart soi- 
ree, General Sir Henry Clinton, who 
was in command of the British 
forces stationed there, stopped danc- 
ing for a moment, turned to the or- 
chestra and said: 


"Give us 'Britons, Strike Home.' " 
His lovely partner who was stand- 


ing by his side, laughed and quietly 
remarked to those near: 


"The commandex-in-chief has made 
a mistake. He meant to say "Bri- 
tons—go home.'" 


This young lady was, perhaps, the 


most talked of and most sought after 
of the belles of-her time. Her name 
was Rebecca Franks, and she was 
the daughter of a p osperous Jewish 


"Oriental .oostume, watched 
their 
champions. 
These young ladies were called 
the Princesses of the-Mischianza and 
nona was more beautiful, -witty or 
charming than Aliss Franks. 


Then followed a grand dinner 
where over four hundred guests sat 
down, followed by a ball, at which it 
was conceded that Miss Franks was 
the belle.

Solving Some Problems of Furnishing a Summer Home.

'ONET is not the only prob-' 
lem that presents itself to 
new home furnishers. There 


is also the responsibility of having 
to choose so many things to live 
with at the same time, whether the 
home is an apartment, bungalow or 
juct an ordinary house on Main 
street.

Commissioner Cowgill, manager of 


the muny gas station, says that the 
present profit margin of five and 
seven cents a gallon is neither ex- 
cessive ncr surprising under existing 
conditions. He lists the following 
general reasons: 


Perilous nature of the business. 
Too many filling stations and too 


tnuch idleness. 


• Too much service demanded by 
the patron. 
f 
"People are demanding super-ser- 


vice," he said. "They will uot pat- 
ronize the station unless it breathes 
of luxury. They apparently like to 
see an excessive amount of elec- 
tricity in light form which is an ad- 
vertising expense. The present day 
patron wants an attendant and a 
pump waiting for him. If he must 
wait a minute or two he goes else- 
where. Free water, free air and 
"certain other free accommodations 
add to the margin spread. 


"We have too many stations— 


too many employes who are idle 
much of the time because of this ex- 
cessive number of filling places. 
'Handling of gas is a perilous busi- 
ness. I would say that all things 
considered the present spread as be- 
tween cost>f. o. b. Lincoln and price 


£lo the user, is not excessive." 


The muny gas manager quotes the 


present price f. o. b. Lincoln, at 13 1-4 
cents. The filling station retail price 
is 201-4 cents and the tank wagon 
price two cents less. 
Mr. Cowgill 


sells to the several city departments 
at current tank wagon price. His 
equipment cost $2,635.86. His profits 
during five winter or lean months 
have reached ?683, this sum being 
partial reimbursement for plant out- 
lay. 
When the equipment cost is 


matched in profits, the price to the 
several muny activities will be less.

In my earlier series of aitk'Ies i described the

analytical outline, which Is simply a plan showlnfr the Ideas which are 
to appear in the OHsay. A very short analytical outline of a theme OB

Now observe that this outline is based upon the process known as clas- 


sification. 
First, the writer concentrates on one particular bill presented to 


Congress—he wisely makes no attempt to treat the large and vague prob- 
lem of compensation ir general. Then he divides his topic into three main 
heads: A description of the b.Il itself; an account of Us supporters; an ac- 
count of its opponents. 
These main heads are in turn sub-divided Into 


lesser heads, and these, in a more detailed outline, could be divided again 
and again until we get down to indivisible specific facts. 


The material of thii essay could be classified in several different ways. 


The writer might, for example, have selected as his main heads the standard 
arguments for and against the bonus. The only necessity is that there roust 
be some sound plan, some clean-cut basis of division. What then are the 
logical requirements of classification? 


Requirements of Classification. Suppose we divided, the term Dogs into 


(1) Black; (2) Hunting; (3) Vicious'. What is wrong with this classification? 
In the first place, the term is divided from three different points of view: 
Color, function, and temperament. 
Secondly, there is overlapping among 


the divisions. Some hunting does are both black and vicious; some are black 
but not vicious; soma vicious but not .black; some neither black nor vicious. 
Obviously, a theme base-1 on such a classification would b« a complete muddle. 
We may say then that in a logical classification one point of view is clung: 
to throughout, and the divisions stand cleanly apart from each other. 


Arrangement of Material. But once the material has been divided, in 


what order is it to be arranged? In describing some process you would 
naturally hold to the order in •which che different steps ara taken. Even 
here, however, you would try to combine the specific steps into larger groups. 
The main heads of a theme on a surgical operation, for example, might be: 
A. Preparation of Patient for Operation; BT Operation Pruper; C. Sewing 
Up the In'Asion and Other Post-Operative Care. Such a grouping1 will pre- 
vent the reader's getting lost In a maze of specific details. 


But when there is jo natural time-order, the arrangement Is governed 


only by logical considerations. The Question is not how the ideas come into 
your head but how they can best be made to get the reader's head. In 
our theme on the bonus it will plainly be necessary to describe the bill be- 
fore telling how people feel about that bill. The next division might equally 
well be devoted to the supporters or the opponents of the bill, but does it 
not seem more natural to give the affirmative the first place? Also—though 
on this point there «may be disagreement—the arguments for the bonus are 
more obvious than those against it. The negative arguments may be just 
as good, but it takes hard'er thinking to understand them. 
If the -writer 


were in,favor of the bonus, however, he -would probably reverse our order 
so as to give the affirmative arguments a more emphatic position. 


Thus when the arrangement is not simply a matter of common sense, 


remember that the best order runs from the easy to the hard, from the 
familiar to the unfamiliar. Put yourself in the reader's place and then lead 
him gently and easily to your place. Remember that no one ever takes in 
a wholly new idea. What we learn is partly new and partly old, and It 
must be presented to us old-end-first. 


Summary. Perhaps you* are convinced that the -way to write is not to 


unlimber your fountain pen and scribble down -whatever comes-into your 
head, but to plan your campaign. Let me run over the points which have 
so far been, made: (1) Restrict your subject to manageable scope. 
(2) Be 


sure that you understand the pivotal terms of your essay. 
(8) Find the 


facts you need. (4) Divide your material into logical groups. 
(5) Arrange 


those groups in the order that will most easily be grasped by the reader. 


The next article niH sho-w hovr the logical divisions of the analytical 


outline are converted into rhetorical divisions—that is. into paragraphs.

Commissioner Cowgill, manager of 


the muny gas station, says that the 
present profit margin of five and 
seven cents a gallon is neither ex- 
cessive ncr surprising under existing 
conditions. He lists the following 
general reasons: 


Perilous nature ot the business. 
Too many filling stations and too 


•touch idleness. 


• Too much service demanded by 
the patron. 


"People are demanding super-ser- 


vice," he said. "They will not pat- 
ronize the station unless it breathes 
of luxury. They apparently like to 
see an excessive amount of elec- 
tricity in light form which is an ad- 
vertising expense.

Now observe that this outline is based upon the process known as clas- 


sification. 
First, the wntci concentrates on one particular bill presented to 


Congress—he wisely makes no attempt to treat the large and vague prob- 
lem of compensation i' general. Then he divides his topic into three main 
heads: A description of the bill itself; an account of Its supporters; an ac- 
count of its opponents. 
These main heads are in turn sub-divided Into 


lesser heads, and these, in a more detailed outline, could be divided again 
and again until we get down to indivisible specific facts. 


The material of thit essay could be classified in several different ways. 


The writer might, for example, have selected as his main heads the standard 
arguments for and against the bonus. The only necessity is that there must 
be some sound plan, some clean-cut basis of division. What then are the 
logical requirements of classification? 


Requirements of Classification. Suppose we divided the term Dogs into 


(1) Black; (2) Hunting; (3) Vicious". What is wrong with this classification? 
In the first place, the term is divided from three different points of view: 
Color, function, and temperament. 
Secondly, there is overlapping among 


the divisions. Some hunting dogs are both black and vicious: some are black 
but not vicious; some vicious hut not .black; some neither black nor vicious. 
Obviously, a theme base-t on such a classification would be a complete muddle. 
We may say then that in a logical classification one point of view is clung 
to throughout, and the divisions stand cleanly apart from each other. 


Arrangement of Material. But once the material has been divided, in 


what order is It to be arranged? 
In describing some process you would 


naturally hold to the order in which che different steps are taken. 
Kven 


here, however, you would try to combine the specific steps into larger groups. 
The main heads of a theme on a surgical operation, for example, might be: 
A. Preparation of Patient for Operation; Br Operation Prvper; C. Sewnst 
Up the In-Asian and Other Post-Operative Care. Such a grouping will pre- 
vent the reader's getting lost in a maze of specific details. 


But when there is ao natural time-order, the arrangement is governed 


only by logical considerations. The question is not how the ideas come Into 
your head but how they can best be made to get the reader's head. 
In 


our theme on the bonus it will plainly be necessary to describe the bill be- 
fore telling how people feel about that bill. The next division might equally 
well be devoted to the supporters or the opponents of the bill, but does it 
not seem more natural to give the affirmative the first place? Also—though 
on this point there <may be disagreement—the arguments for the bonus are 
more obvious than those against it. 
The negative arguments may be Just 


as good, but it takes harder thinking to understand them. 
If the writer 


were In i favor of the bonus, however, he would probably reverse our order 
so as to giva the affirmative arguments a more emphatic position. 


Thus when the arrangement is not simply a matter of common sense, 


remember that the best order runs from the easy to the hard, from the 
familiar to the unfamiliar. Put yourself in the reader's place and then lead 
him gently and easily to your place. Remember that no one ever takes in 
a -wholly new idea. 
What we learn is partly new and partly old, and It 


must be presented to us old-end-first. 


Summary. Perhaps you'are convinced that the way to write Is not to 


unlimber your fountain pen and scribble down whatever comes-into your 
head, but to plan your campaign. Let me run over the points which have 
so far been, made: (1) Restrict your subject to manageable scope. 
(2) Be 


sure that you understand the pivotal terms of your essay. 
(S) Find the 


facts you need. (4) Divide your material into logical groups. 
(5) Arrange 


those groups in the order that will most easily be grasped by the reader. 


The next article -will show how the logical divisions of the analytical 


outline are converted into rhetorical divisions—that is. into paragraphs.

AMALFI, Italy, March 27.—Ninety- 


one persona weie killed and lives or 
many tourists, including Americans, 
imperiled when a series of landslides 
devastated villages on the gulf of 
Salerno yesterday, it was officially 
announced today. 


The first rescue parties to arrive 


during the njght found the popula- 
tion of Amalfl, ordinarily crowded 
with tourists at this time of year, 
camping out in the public square. 
Amalfi itself was little damaged but 
the survivors 
described 
how one 


landslide after another, threatened 
the town. 


Nearby villages 
of Vettica and 


Conca Marina, on the sunny coast, 
had 
suftered 
severely, 
however. 


More than 50 were killed at the for- 
mer place and scarcely a house lefl 
undamaged by tremendous slides of 
ro«K§ and earth. 


Roads leading up the mountain- 


side from the square at Ajnalfi were 
blocked and rescue workers climbed 
over piles of rocks apd browen trees 
to the Capucm hotel where 
many 


tourists panic 
stricken 
but safe, 


weie lound. 


The place 
soon was swarming 


with troops, who cleared the roads 
and repaired broken telephone and 
telegraph lines. 


Retugees, some carrying bundles, 


hastily snatched up trom devastated 
homes, began to straggle into Amalfl 
witii^ the dawn. 
They told pitiful 


tales of death and destruction when 
au avalanche of mud, trees, rocks 
and debris struck and buried one 
section ot Vettica. 


Thruout the night, it poured rain, 


gieatly hampering the work of res- 
cue. 
The sun came out this morn- 


ing and work proceeded more rap- 
idly. 


Many fishing boats were 
sunk 


when the landslides reached the sea 
but all the fishermen of the district 
are reported to have escaped.

PASSING OF SONG HEROINE 


New York World: The prophecy 


of "Silver Threads Among the Gold" 
was never fulfilled^for the woman 
who inspired it. That woman, Mrs. 
Harriet Danks, was buried yester- 
day afternoon. 
For her, at 
least, 


the long trail of unhappiness that so 
strongely followed the writing of the 
great love song is over. 


All that now remain of the family 


are a son and daughter, who have 
long been, at odds with each other 
over the royalties from their father's 
ballad. 
Mrs. Danks was eighty-two. 
She 


died Wednesday, in a Brooklyn 
rooming house. 
She was buried in 


New Union Field, after a simple ser- 
vice In the Leffert's Place Chapel. 


In 1874, when Hart Pease Danks, 


a young musician and singer, and his, 
wife were living happily together in 
this city, he composed to her one of 
the tenderest love songs of the ages. 
Everybody knows it: 


Darling. I am growing old. 
Silver threads among: the gold. 
Shin* upon my .brow to-day. 
Life is fading fast away. 


But, 
my darling, you will be 
Always young and fair to me. 
Yes. 
my darllne. you will be 
Always young and fair to me. 
Who has not sung or tried to sing 


or heard sung that immortal refrain? 
The words were -written by Eben E. 
Rexford. Danks composed the mel- 
ody. 
Perhaps the course of his life 


would have been different if he 
never, had composed it 


The song sold, prosperity came, 


and with it domestic unhappinness. 
Danks and his wife parted. 


In 190J an old ma n was found" dead 


in a rooming house in Philadelphia. 
His landlady found him kneeling at; 
the side of his bed, where death had 
overtaken him. He had a copy of 
"Silver Threads Among the Gold" in 
his band, and on it was penciled: 
-It's hard to grow old alone." That 
was how Danks died, and his widow 
died in circumstances nearly paral- 
lel.

Surviving him were Mrs. Banks, 


two daughters, Miss Gertrude Danks 
and Mrs. Alberta Builder, and a son, 
Albert, of No. 1920 East Seventh 
Street, Brooklyn.

V\ e heard a man complaining the other da> 


that the comic strip artibts, have an anno>ing 
Juibit of stringing out their stuft, that is, they 
get hold ot an idea and ride it around the lot 
Until it falls from exhaustion 
We have sev 


«ral times been on the point of raising a row 
Obout this ourselves, -when ive suddenly re- 
membered that somebody might be able to 
prove the same thing on us, that when ue get 
hold of something that readilv lends itselt to 
our discussion and presentation we Keep at it 
or return to it at short intervals. Then we IB 
fleeted that it is a pretty common failing of 
mankind, to tell the same witty story or push 
forward the same opinion in a new guise None 
of us seems to be sinai t enough to think up 
something new to say everv time we meet a 
friend. 


It is easv enough to say that if vou were 


president, by gum, you would get rid of that 
fellow Daugheity w-thout any hemming or 
hawing about it, but if you actually were pres 
ident, with all of its responsibility and obliga 
tion to be just, jou \\ould probably be doing 
just what Mr Coohdge is doing If you were 
more interested in saving joui own political 
•kin than in dealing fairly with a tellowman, 
>ou would dump Daugherty without waiting a 
minute altho probably not without compunc 
tion 
Mr. 
Coohdge has given us a higher 


standard of conduct than is usually found in 
political lite when he said that he would not 
put his political lutuie above a square deal to 
a iellow man. 


At every gathering where ill 
Bijan ap- 


peared when in Lincoln he was assured bj a 
considerable number of democrats that they 
had learned their democracy at his knees, and 
that they had been following him ever since 
When one of these chaps, who was notoriously 
allied with the wet faction of the Nebraska 
democracy, made this remark at the committee 
meeting the other day, a man well versed in 
political history leaned over to a friend and 
suggested that it be amended to read, "and 
have ^followed him ev er since—at intervals " 
We suppose the same sort 
of hypocrisy is 


shown in other walks of life where we touch 
one another, but it does not stand out so dis 
ticctly as it does in politics 


We wonder where Mr Bryan gets his no

may debate indefinitely, because neither can 
command any statistics 01 circumstances to 
convincingly support his position There is a 
probability that if LaFollette at the head of a 
third party opposes President Coohdge a dem- 
ocrat will be the next president 
"With all that 


chance of patronage ahead of them, does any- 
body who knows politics imagine that the big 
chiets of democracy will consent to a western 
progiessive having the nomination, especially 
when it is the east the democrats must carry' 
These big chiefs are not progressives in any 
sense of the word, and they are the men who, 
at the very least, will be able to veto every 
nomination they do not like. 


We are of the opinion that Mr Bryan would 


have difficulty in proving that even four-fifths 
of the democrats of Nebraska are progressives 
and if there is any place in the country where 
the democrats ought to be thoroly inoculated 
•with progressmsm it is here where Mr Bryan, 
whose progressrvisni is beyond question, has 
operated longest and hardest 
Here he and 


the -Hitchcock Mullen crowd have fairly di- 
vided honors in past political contests, and the 
tallest hurdle Governor Bryan had to leap -was 
that of a democratic nomination—and.that was 
made certain only because Mr. Hitchcock was 
running for office at the same time and needed 
the progressive support 


A set of flgures%re being circulated to prove 


that if the Mellon tax plan were put into op- 
eration the man with a small income would 
save little in income taxes and the man with 
a big income would save a larger proportionate 
sum, amounting to over a million in the hjgh1 
est class. The figures mav be assumed to be 
correct, hut thev prove nothing in the light of

The logic of the argument presented 


is that if we leave the income surtaxes as they 
are the big incomes will'continue to pay great 
sums into the treasury It this were what is 
happening there would be no argument and no 
Mellon tax plan. The fallacy of it lies >n the 
fact that the big incomes are evadms this tax- 
ation by the investment of their principal in 
tax-exempt securities. The Mellon plan is a 
scientifically worked out scheme to lure these 
moneys back into productive enterprises where 
they can be taxed But what chance has anv 
thing of a strictly business character in poll 
tics?
